She luld how ihc PiPtch lovp of ilf- 
i.iil and correctness of form had help- 
ed 10 make them famous in the world 
of an. .\nother reason why l>nlch 
arli.«;ts havf. become f.-imou.s while 
IKT writers have renitiinert compar- 
alivel.v unknown lies in the fact that 
the .appeal of pictures is universal 
while writcr.<î are handicapped by the 
f.icl that a, comparatively small nmn- 
ber of people speak the language of 
the .Dutch. Kew translators ii.ive been 
able |,j i;,nch and 1 eprodiice . the re.ij 
spirit of the Dutch masler-pieces In 
Iheraturc. Those writings are, usu- 
ally sombre in tone and laol< a sense 
of humor. This les.sons their appeal 
to ihc at'erage Bnglish speaking per- 
son. 

The Dulch are self centered and 
undemonstrative. Tlioy like to rea- 
son things out for ihemselvos but of- 
ten cairy the pioce.'^s so far that they 
defeat the ob.1cct of their reasoning 
by spending so mjuch tline on trivial 
matters that many imporrtant things 
In life are passed byl Thoir fear of 
making a. mistaJie often makes them 
appear to know- less of a .sub.iect than 
they do in tact. 

Their tenacity ot : purpose makes 
them vcrj' suecetfsful as a nation' but 
makes the formation of labour Unions 
and similar osanlxations difficult. 

This tcnd*n<ty shows even irt the 
.Student Christian .Association, which 
has a firm hold on ihc student life 
of Tlolland. This r:oiiritiy lia.i the 
unique dirtinctlon of having two 
different brtinches of the movement 
which work indepcndolly of each 
other. The groups of the different 
polles''?^ hold fi'efiueiil conferences 
atiil also send delegate.-i to internati- 
onal coiifercncet", Miss ^'au der Vlj- 
ver lifting .-i delegate to Glasgow in 
1S::I.

More 
praises were showered on the university's soccer team for their 
xlcan playing than for their gaining the championship. In other 
sports it has been the same. The men on the playing fields have 
played the gatne. 

But sportsmanship is not confined alone to the actual con- 
testants in the struggle. It can be displayed also by their support- 
ers on the side-lines, who though cheering on their own team can 
surely recognize and applaud good plays on the part of their op- 
ponents. Sometimes during a closely-contested struggle it is hard 
for the spectators not to become too rabidly partisan, and there 
is often much excuse for their extreme enthusiasm in support of 
their own side. But there was at least one incident in the Varsity 
fcasketball game here which was really inexcusable and cannot be 
overlooked. A Toronto player took a free throw and missed— 
and the crowd clapped and applauded loudly. Because of this 
unsportsmanlike action another free throw was given Varsity, 
and the point was counted which enabled the visitors to finish 
the game tied with McGill, after which they won in the overtime. 
Thus the crowd lost the game, but whether they had or not should 
^iV not affect any criticism of their action. It was a McGill crowd ahd 
lliit would b« pleasant to forget the incident.
